OUR FRONTISPIECE 


Born in New York state in 1846, John- 
son Brigham was one of the early settlers 


in Iowa, where he has lived for nearly fifty 
years. 

He got his education at Hamilton College 
and Cornell University and entered jour- 
nalism as his profession. From 1882 to 
1893 he was editor and half owner of the 
Cedar Rapids Daily Republican, and was 
active in the interests of the Republican 
party, as he has been ever since. 

Dr. Brigham gave up his newspaper 
work to become American Consul at Aix-la- 
Chapelle, Germany, in 1893. Then on 
his return to Iowa he founded one of the 
few successful periodicals of the Middle 
West, The Midland Monthly, of which 
he was editor and publisher from 1894 
to 1899. 

But though successful in journalism, 
and the publisher of a popular monthly, 
he did not find his true calling until in 
1898 he was appointed state librarian 
of Iowa. 

He had ample precedent in this, for such 
men as Justin Winsor had been successful 
“author-librarians,” and in late years we 
all remember what a lovable and energetic 
librarian the poet Sam Walter Foss became. 

And now at the ripe age of eighty-two, 
Johnson Brigham, active as ever, is enter- 
ing his thirtieth year of librarianship, 
full of honors as a result of his work. He 
has just published a novel of Iowa fron- 
tier life, ‘““The Sinclairs of Old Fort Des 
Moines,” on his return from a trip around 
the world with Mrs. Brigham. 

His first act after being made state 
librarian was to join the A. L. A., of which 
he has been a life member for many years. 
His face is familiar at library conferences, 
for he has attended no less than twenty- 
six of the A. L.A. annual meetings. Of 
course on taking office as librarian of Iowa 
he had to dispose of his magazine The 
Midland Monthly, which languished under 
its new owners and soon died. His other 
literary work could, however, be continued, 
and we have from his pen “An Old Man’s 
Idyl,” 1905; ‘“The Banker in Literature,” 
1910; ‘‘History of Des Moines,” 1911; 
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“Life of James Harlan,” 1913; ‘Iowa, 
Its History and Its Foremost Citizens,” 
1915-18. He is now engaged in indexing 
a bibliographical work which has occupied 
his spare time for a number of years. 

Johnson Brigham became president of 
the Iowa State Republican League in 1892. 

In the library field he was president 
of the Iowa Library Association in 1903, 
of the National Association of State Li- 
brarians, 1904. He served in the A. L. A. 
Council, 1902-7 and 1910-15. Hewas given 
the honorary degree Litt. D. by Drake Uni- 
versity in 1923, and has been a member of 
the Iowa Library Commission since 1900. 

We are happy to include his portrait 
in our gallery of library notables, and 
wish the State of Iowa many more years 
of his services in the profession he loves 
so well. 


MAGAZINE SUBSCRIPTIONS FOR LIBRARIES 


For ten years I have given practically 
my whole time and thought to subscrip- 
tions for libraries, seeking an ideal which 
should result in a service that was satis- 
factory from a library viewpoint. 

I have realized that there is a need of 


continuity in this supply of magazines, 
for they must be bound later and gaps 


must not occur. There must be prompt- 
mess in the receipt of numbers, for the 
public is watching the reading tables and 
racks for the next number and it is due 
on a certain day in the case of the big 
popular periodicals. Accuracy in billing, 
handling the order, and following up com- 
plaints is absolutely necessary. Knowledge 
of both library needs and the periodical 
field as a whole is a sine qua non, or the 
whole service fails of its object. 

Prices must be low, for libraries are 
entitled to a sort of wholesale rate on 
their total bill. 

As some issues are sure to disappear 
before binding time, supply of back num- 
bers becomes an important factor in a real 
library subscription service, and only by 
carrying literally millions in stock can 
an agent hope to meet this requirement. 

Continuity, Promptness, Accuracy, 
Knowledge, Price, Back Number Supply 
go to make up the backbone of the Faxon 
Subscription Service for libraries and schools. 

Then there are minor points like title- 
pages and indexes, sample numbers, advance 
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booking to save rise in price, withholding 
payment to publisher where the feriodical 
is behind in issue or financially tottering, 
the keeping of an even expiration date, 
despite mergers and lapses of publication, 
the bulletining of new magazines of interest, 
the knowledge of obituary records, etc., 
all these help to an ideal service. 

I believe we are getting nearer to this 
ideal year by year. am sure it can 
never be reached while the publishers make 
a mess of booking orders as they often do 
at Christmas, but extra plain typewritten 
order slips are helping the publishers, 
and the gradual change from a December 
expiration date to some other part of the 
year will in time be of wonderful help. 
I cannot urge librarians too strongly to 
let us arrange for a change in the Decem- 
ber lists. It is easy the way we do it, 
and will eliminate much trouble in future. 

Lastly I am convinced that bidding 
your magazine list each year saves you 
little or no money, and makes continuity 
of service impossible, and in the end, 
eycept in the case of small lists of popular 
Magazines, costs more than the apparent 
saving that was made by the change 
of agent. Local agents cannot give satis- 
factory library service, as they deal through 
some wholesaler, and not direct with the 
publishers. 

I hope the time is not far distant when 
the Faxon Company may have all its 
subscription service on a “till forbidden” 
basis, as much of it now is. Compare 
prices and service until you get a satis- 
factory agent, then do not change any 


more.

WALTER, FRANK K. Periodicals for the small 
library, fifth edition, entirely rewritten. 

This edition is larger and more satisfactory than 
any of the others. The changing styles in magazines 
have caused the dropping of thirty and the addition 
of thirty-eight new ones. Yet one hundred and eight 
more were suggested but failed of the required 
number of ten votes on the questionnaire sent out. 
Thus the very large possibilities of the magazine 
field are seen, and also the difficulty of choice from 
so large an output. We feel grateful for this little 
book, giving not only the keen insight of the author, 
but that co-operative authority of many workers in 
this subject. 

The lists are preceded by a chapter on periodicals, 
their reference use and circulation, their binding; 
also helpful data regarding subscriptions and the 
filling up of broken sets. ‘‘An unused periodical in a 
library of limited means is a blunder, its continuance 
is inexcusable.’ ‘Magazines not likely to be of 
reference value for considerable time should seldom 
be bound.’ “It is usually desirable to place all 
subscriptions with one agent.” 

Unfortunately the discounts on library lists made 
by the large wholesale agencies are now such that 
a local agent cannot compete in price, and we cannot 
agree with the author as to the use of a local bookseller 
for library subscriptions. Let him and the local 
magazine agent handle individual subscriptions, but 
keep away from library lists. They can give neither 
service nor price. 

The lists of periodicals are annotated, and cross 
references are given to similar magazines. Asterisks 
are used to denote popularity, one star means from 
twenty to forty votes, two stars fifty or more votes. 
It is curious that American Mercury carries two stars 
and Atlantic Monthly not any. 

A list of suggested magazines for small Canadian 
libraries, based on Dr. Locke’s choice, is added. We 
wonder why Fortnightly Review is omitted. There is 
a list of lotuhael periodicals, of Business and 
Technical periodicals, of Educational periodicals. 
A chapter on newspapers, and one, with a list, on 
‘Periodical Indexes and their Use.”

most complete in the country, this list, with descrip- 
tive notes, is the most comprehensive one on furniture 
ever published. It was prepared by the librarian 
and his staff. A subject-index is given, covering such 
subjects as Bedroom furniture, Colonial and Dutch 
furniture, Furniture making, Grand Rapids authors, 
History of furniture, Period styles. There is even an 
entry under Worms in furniture.

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MAGAZINE NOTES 


Architectural Forum has become twins. With 
January, 1928, vol. 48, no. 1, we have it in two 
parts, one “Architectural Design,’’ two ‘‘Engineering 
and Business.’’ Each part carries a contents page 
covering both, the pagination of the advertising is 
separate from that of text, and each pagination is 
continuous from number one through number two. 
The new plan is attractive and will be of great aid to 
architects and builders. 

Bunker's Monthly is a new and very substantial 
magazine of which January, 1928, is vol. 1, no. 1. 
It is devoted to Texas and will compare favorably in 
press-work and contents with the big New York 
monthlies. All parts of the country are interested in 
Texas, and we predict a wide circulation among 
libraries. 

College Humor is really quite funny in its bibli- 

phy, though we don’t entirely agree with that 
enckenian critic who alludes to this sprightly 
periodical under the slogan, “‘Not a laugh in a car 
load.’’ A better slogan from the publisher’s stand- 
point regarding its bibliography would perhaps be 
“Ask Dad, he knows.” ell, our youngster was 
born in 1920, either as a book in paper covers or as 
an annual, it was called “‘1920-21."’ Then came 
vol. 1, no. 2, “Spring,’’ 1922, in April of that year. 
Vol. 1, no. 3, was ““Autumn,”’ 1922, and came out in 
September, showing that the fond parent considered 
his hopeful as a semi-annual. Then followed in 
quarterly sequence vol. 1, no. 4, Winter (December) ; 
vol. 2, no. 1, Spring (February, 1923); vol. 2, no. 2, 
Summer (April); vol. 2, no. 3, Autumn (September) ; 
and vol. 2, no. 4, Holiday. We see a rather subtle 
humor in that April, 1923, issue being called a Summer 
number. With volume 3 we havea bi-monthly Feb., 
April, June, September, December, 1924, being vol. 3, 
nos. 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, but these issues are also called Winter, 
Spring, Summer, Autumn, and Holiday numbers. 
Vol.4, no. 1, isFebruary, 1925, and from that time we 
have it monthly and regular in issue. Then toliven up 
the monotony this is what we find. Both April 
and May, 1925, are called vol. 5, no. 2. Vol. 4 being 
complete in one number (vol. 4, no. 1, February, 1925), 
March to July comprise vol. 5 (nos. 1, 2, 2, 3, 4). 
From vol. 6, no. 1, August, 1925, to the present time, 
vol. 13, no. 4, March, 1928, all is serious and regular, 
each volume complete in four issues. . 

English Journal has added its bit to the gaiety of 
nations, or at least to the trouble of the “‘periodical 
librarians” as those good people are called by one of 
the magazine agencies. Beginning with 1928 two 
editions will be issued, ‘““‘The Junior-Senior High 
School edition’? and “The College edition.” ° 
felt sure that a university would want the college 
edition, but, alas, most of them want both editions. 
We know exactly what high schools will need, but 

ray tell us what to do with state normal schools. 
Bo they want the school edition, and if they change 
their names to “State Teachers Colleges’’ as most 
of them are now doing, shall we — their edition 
of English Journal to match? A fashion expert 
seems needed in our subscription department. 

Entomological News had a fit of despondency last 
year and told all its friends that it would commit 
suicide at the end of 1927. We helped it spread 
this news and now learn that the sudden death 
complex was lifted and it still lives. So please note 
the glad news. Moral, it’s unwise to announce your 
death in advance. 
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_ Factory and Industrial Management is a new mar- 
ried couple, and in up-to-date fashion the younger 
of the two partners seems to rule the family, but 
in name only, for the first, or January, 1928, issue is 
called vol. 75, no. 1, using the numbering of Indus- 
trial Management. Therefore we may record Factory 
as having ceased as a separate periodical with vol. 39, 
no. 6, December, 1927. 

Industrial Engineering has married Industry 
Illustrated, the last separate issue of the latter being 
November, 1927, vol. 12,no.5. The first consoli- 
dated issue was vol. 85, no. 6, Dec. 1927, of Industrial 
Engineering, the ‘‘ring’’ having been added to Indus- 
trial Engineer, with September, 1927, issue, two 
months before its marriage. 

Larus, “the celestial visitor,’’ did not stay long on 
earth. Born in February, 1927, one of those uncon- 
ventional little magazines of poetry and prose, 
March was no. 2, May was no. 3, July was no. 4, 
and, alas, an auto-obituary has just reached us, 
penned in advance of death to be sure, but never- 
theless sincere. One more number will end it all, 
but, and this is why we feel so contented, a refund 
will be made to subscribers. Larus, your example 
is worthy of imitation by others— not your death, 
but that refund idea. 

Nebraska History Magazine is a quarterly and 
now enters the limelight, for its sins must be shown 
up. Vol. 8, no. 1, January-March, 1925, was a 


normal magazine, though behind in issue, and has 
64 pages, followed by vol. 10, no. 2, April-June, 1927, 
pana a page 67, or counting the contents, 


e 65. 
Pte seems that the t-office requested that each 
issue bear a current date and corresponding number. 
The editor complied, so blame the United States 
tal authorities for this terrible state of affairs. 
here is no vol. 9 at all, and vols. 8 and 10 are like 
one of those companionate marriages, likely to be mis- 
understood. What can the binder, or minister, do? 

We do not believe the post-office cares what number 
and volume a magazine uses, if the date is correct. 
Vol. 8 should have been completed, and its number 2 
dated April, 1926-June, 1927, but the deed is done 
and this cannot be. Another curious inversion occurs 
in vol. 8, no. 1, the final article is continued from 
page 64 to page 15. The editor seems ashamed to 
put either volume or number or year on the covers. 

Personality is a new and promising monthly of 
which vol. 1 was completed with the April, 1928, 
issue. As its name implies it is full of anecdote and 
biography of interesting people who have succeeded 
in various walks of life. “The Legend of Coolidge”’ 
and “‘Roosevelt’s Diaries” are two continuing articles 
of great interest. Monthly $4.00. 

Photoplay is so busy going to the movies that its 
volume sequence gets sadly neglected. During 1927 
we have had the following numbers: vol. 31, nos. 2, 
3; vol. 32, nos. 4, 5, 6; vol. 33, no. 1; vol. 32, nos. 2, 
3, 4, 5, 6; vol. 33, no 1. Showing that all’s well that 
ends well, the last six issues being correctly numbered, 
as were the first two numbers. 

The Quarterly List, an aid to book selection for 
Catholic libraries. Vol. 1, no. 1, October, 1927. 
This is a useful list, compiled by Rev. A. E. Hrdlicka, 
librarian of St. Procopius College, under auspices 
of the Library Section of the Department of Colleges 
and Secondary Schools of the National Catholic 
Educational Association. Seven libraries reported 
on the books included in this first issue; a larger 
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number will send in their purchases for the next and 
future issues. 

Why could not a distinctive name have been 
chosen for this periodical? The Quarterly List means 
nothing whatever except something four times a year. 

Studio, London, has for many years issued special 
monographs not a part of the subscription. Usually 
there are three of these in a year, and also one volume 
of an annual or Yearbook of Decorative Art. The 
special autumn number of 1925 was called “Art and 
Publicity.” In 1926 the autumn number was called 
“Posters and Publicity.” In 1927 “Posters and 
Publicity” was published again, but this time it was 
as the “‘Annual’”’ of Commercial Art, a monthly maga- 
zine issued from the Studio offices, of which vol. 1, 
no. 1, new series, was July, 1926. (The old series 
ending vol. 5, no. 7, June, 1926, had been issued by 
another publisher.) 

The International Studio, New York, had con- 
tained up to October, 1921, all matter printed in 
Studio, London, the sheets being imported and more 
or less American pages (paged in Roman figures) 
added. From November, 1921, however, the Inter- 
national Studio became a purely American monthly, 
with no connection with Studio, London. 
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In October, 1927, Studio, London, arranged for an 
American edition again, this time under the name 
Creative Art. October, 1927, of this was nothing 
but the Studio with a new cover and name and was 
called vol. 94, no. 415, in error using Studio number 
and volume instead of being called vol. 1, no. 1. 
November, 1927, of Creative Art was vol. 1, no. 2, 
and December was vol. 1, no. 3, and vol. 1 was 
complete in these three issues paged from 231 to 
456 (the Studio pagination). November and Decem- 
ber had together 68 American pages added of which 
40 were text and illustrations, the rest advertising. 

Beginning with January, 1928, Studio, vol. 95, and 
Creative Art, vol. 2, are the same except for the Amer- 
ican pages added to the latter. We believe that 
American libraries will therefore wish to shift to 
Creative Art and cancel Studio. An added reason for 
the change is because the American edition costs 
less and gives more material, about twenty pages a 
month, paged separately from the English section. 
Drawing and Design is another monthly issued from 
the Studio offices in London, vol. 1, no. 1, being July, 
1926.

INTERNATIONAL REVIEW OF AGRICULTURE 
Published by the International Institute of Agriculture, Rome 


Beginning with the number of March, 1928, the 
International Review of Agriculture will show several 
important changes in bibliographical makeup and 
in subject content. 

From a subject point of view the most important 
change will be the inclusion of special articles written 
by members of the staff of the Institute, or by mem- 
bers of the International Agricultural Scientific 
Council and the Permanent Commission of Agri- 
cultural Associations. These articles will not be 
original as much as they will be summaries of the 
latest findings of agricultural study or research 
in various parts of the world. In other words they 
will be collective digests by authorities competent 
to make comparisons of the published results of 
several different countries. The old analytical 
notes which note single articles or books will be con- 
tinued but naturally will not be emphasized so 
strongly as before. 

Bibliographical notes on material received by 
the library will be given, and as full a list as possible 
of the acquisitions of the library for each month 
will be included. Just how full a list this will be 
will depend upon space available in the future, 
and the number of acquisitions of the library. 

Previously the “‘General’’ section of the Review 
had included some statistical information, and a 
section called “Information.” This last will be 
dropped, while the statistical information will be 
augmented by the inclusion in the Review of the 
former International Crop Report and Agricultural 
Statistics, which has always heretofore been issued 
as a separate monthly publication. This series will 
however be continued as a separate, by a prepublication 
of the pages of the review relating to statistics, so 


that the old title will be retained for those who 
subscribe only for the statistical section. 

From a bibliographical point of view the most important 
modifications will be the discontinuance, with the March num- 
ber, of the various excerpts which had been published as 

te series. In a 1927 number of Agricultural Library 
otes is the history of the various titles taken by these pub- 
lications. So that vol. 19, no. 2, February, 1928, will see the 
last of the International Review of Agricultural Economics, 
and of the International Review of the Science and Practsce of 
Agriculture. At the same time the International Monitor of 
Plant Protection will cease with vol. 2, no. 2, while the I nter- 
national Bulletin of General and Tropical Agriculture and of 
Rural Engineering which had been promised in 1927 never 
appeared during the year, and therefore may be disregarded 
from a bibliographical point of view. 

As in previous years the Review will be published 
in five languages, English, French, German, Italian, 
and Spanish. In the new form the size of the type 
page will be slightly increased, and the size of the 
type slightly reduced.
